On ooe occaaion some years
singe he placed a box contalnicg s large quantity
of gold for mafe keeping In &n orifice in the
chimney where the stove pipe was placed In the
winter, It remeined there for some months con-
ecaled by a paper pasted over it, sud was en-
tirely forgotten by the owner when, months
alterwards, he wanted to find it. At other times
be has been koown to concenl large quaniities
of sllver under the stove, covered with the ashes.
